TAYLOR'S COMPLmNT 


Commander of the Battleship 
Indiana Thinks His Ship 
Slighted. 


IÍAEE8 AN APPEAL TO SAMPSON. 


Re|iorU of tlio Admiral and Sniilcy Pran- 
ticulljr Ijcavu the llooMler State*» Nainc-

Washington. Aug. 26.—Admiral Samp­ 
son has forwarded to the nnvy depart­ 
ment the following letters which have 
passed between himself and 
Captain 
Taylor, of the battleship Indiana. The 
first is from Captain Taylor, and is dated 
Guantanamo Bay, Aug. 6, 1S9S: 
“Admiral:--The report of Commodore 
Schley on the battle of July 3d as pub­ 
lished give.s credit In the seventh para­ 
graph to four ships, and mentions by 


A heavier or lighter battery; but rathtr 
that the commandincir officer was blame­ 
worthy when he failed to put his ship 
In the proper place for destroying the 
enemy. Just in proportion to the ad­ 
vantage which he possessed In speed, 
battery, or position over his neighbor!, 


"4. 
Each commanding officer, in my 
opinion, was personally responsible for 
the good use which he made of the tools 
with which he had to work. 
I cer­ 
tainly did not Intend to criticize you 
or to bestow less praise on the In­ 
diana than was bestowed upon any oth­ 
er ship of the squadron. 


*'5. 
The fact that the commanding 
oflicer of the Indiana was signalled to 
return to blockade at the mouth of the 
harbor, after she had so gallantly con­ 
tributed to the destruction of the Span­ 
ish ships, was only a necessary pre­ 
caution which the commander-in-chief 
felt obliged to take to prevent disaster 
to the large number of transports which 
were left In that vicinity when the fleet 
started In pursuit of the enemy. There 
wore still some armed vessels remain­ 
ing In the harbor of Santiago-—at least 
two, and we did not know then how 
many more—which could have come out 
in the absence of the ileet and jiroduced 
great* havoc among the troop ships, 
which were defenseless in the absence 
of an armed ve.ssol.

Admiral Sampson’s reply w'as as fol­ 
lows. dated Guantanamo Bay, Aug. 8: 
“Sir: 
I am greatly obliged that you 
have called my attention to what ap­ 
pears to have been an injustice to your 
ship, officers and crew, for the part 
which they took in the action of July 
3, and al&o for the very proper manner 
in v. hich you have presented it. I think, 
however, that in subm itting such a re­ 
port to the secretary of the navy, where 
so . many officers are vitally interested 
and justly proud of their ships, it is no 
easy task to do so without apparently 
bestowing praise unjustly. 
It requires 
very careful consideration of the re­ 
port from every point of view to avoid 
mlHunderstandlng. 


'*2. 
The position of tbe ships of the 
sauadron must be carefully considered 
to fully appreciate what it was pos­ 
sible for each vessel to accomplish un­ 
der the circumstances in which she was 
placed. Those that were to the w est­ 
ward of the escaping enemy were cer 
tainly better placed for stopping the 
enemy, and also better placed for de­ 
livering their fire, than the veaseli to 
tN eatlward. which was the blockad 
Ing station of the Indiana.

Everything of the apple kind in Michi­ 
gan this year will cuumuind a good 
price. 
Buyers arc already in the lield 
lor cider apples and drying stock, 
many evaporators having been ere«*tcd 
within the stale by men who have been 
engaged in that industry el.sewhere. 
The early fall fruit is selling at what

would be very high prices in ordinary '

years, commandiug thirty to tifiy eeiit» 
per bushel. 


Inquiries are nuule of the suite horti­ 
cultural society from every section of 
the United sitates, a?? to tlie prospect 
of the Michigan apple crop, and to 
answer all inquiries and give needed 
information to others concerned this 
bulletin is issued. 


i^xtensive correspondence through­ 
out the southern one third of the lower 
I 
peninsula, and the region embracing 
‘ 
Oceana, Grand Traverse, and neigh­ 
boring counties, shows that the crop 
w’ili vary from ten per cent, of winter 
A fruit in some counties to iis high as 
6eventy-iive in others 
This percent­ 
age holds nearly the same as to autumn 
i uits. 


The reports state that comparatively 
little damage is noticeable from the 
codlin moth, but there is an abundance 
of scab. 
This is particularly the case 
with orchards that were not .sprayed 
i 
last year. Orchards that have been 
^ 
attended to properly in respect to both 
^these particulars are showing excellent 
results of the care given them. 


The state alTords few large commer­ 
cial apple orchards. 
Although the 
total product is great it is gathered in 
i 
comparatively small amounts, nearly

every farmer having an orchard of 
more or less extent. 
It is therefore 
not possible to make replies to man.v of 
the letters received, and refer men to 
parties having thousands of barrels. 
Any person seeing this bulletin and 
having a large (luantity of winter fruit 
would do well do communicate with 
the secretary.

The crsp of pears will be full and of 
most excellent quality. 


Plums will be in abundance, and so 
- 
will peaches, although the percentage

of the crop of the latter fruit will on 
the whole in this state scarcely exceed 
fifty per cent.

The present contract for city lights 
with thé Electric Light company will 
expire September 7 and Mayor Brant 
not wanting the city to be left in the 
dark called a special meeting of the 
council last night. 


The city is now taking 24 arc lights 
of the Electric Light company at a cost 
of $88 a year for each light or a total 
cost of $2,112. 
Last year the council 
would only take out a contract for one 
year as there Nvas then sirong talk of 
another light cc»mpany locating here. 
Last year Mr, Bean olVered the city the 
following terms: 
He would give then 
33 arc lights for 5 years ;at a cost of $80 
per light per year. 
This was consid­ 
ered a fair olTer but for various reasons 
the council did not want to make a con­ 
tract for 5 years. 


It is now understood that if the city 
council will take 33 lights for live years 
the company will put them in at $75 a 
year or a total of $2,475. 
The city 
certainly needs more light and os- 
pecially' on W est Main street. 
Mr. 
Bean further olTers that if the city will 
put two of their lights on W est .Main 
street he will place a light free of 
charge on this end of the highway 
bridge. 


Mayor Brant appointed a committee 
representiníT each ward last night as 
fiillows:

A SELFISH SHAH. 


The nigh Prices of PerslAn Lamb Capes 
Accounted For. 


The shah of Per.sia may be only in 
the 2 :.30 class in nuitters of diplomacy 
and he does not diire exactly to slap 
Queen Victoria or Kaiser Wilhelm on 
the back when the potentates chance to 
meet, but, so far as matters in Per.sia 
are concerned, when the shah makes a 
law it is geuenilly enforced to the letter. 


A case in point may bo cited in tho 
matter of Persmn lambskin. 
Persian 
lambskins are and have long been an 
article of staple demand in the com­ 
mercial world. They have commanded 
such good prices that tho supply was 
hardly e(iiuil to tho demand. 
Conse­ 
quently, when the shah one day ordered 
spring lamb with mint sauce, the cook 
was obliged to confess that the dish was 
beyond the command of the Persian 
treasury. 
Of course the cook was 
promptly beheaded, but the shah could 
not find another cook who would agiee 
to furnish spring lamb whenever his 
nuijfsty desired to indulge iu that deli- 
citc*y. 


This naturally irritated tho sliah. 
After consulting with three or four of 
his most trusted advisers, who could see 
no way out of tho difficulty and who 
consequently disappeared from their 
homes mid society in a mysterious man­ 
ner, the shah finally decided that the 
commerce of Persia was threatened by 
the extinction of Persian sheep and Per­ 
sian lambs. 
Consequently he made a 
decree that any )K«rson found with lamb­ 
skins iu his iK)ssession for purpo.ses of 
trade or commerce would be fined heav­ 
ily. Since then the export trade in Per­ 
sian lambskins has stopped w'ith a 
blunt and nauseating jar.—Boston Ad­ 
vertiser.

The P»rt These Buiiy Workers Play In tlio 
FertillBatlon of Flowers. 


Biiniey Hoskin Standish writes an 
article on “ The Bumblebee” for St. 
.Nicliolas. Mr. Standish siiys: The work 
of tho bumblebee in bringing about tiio 
cross fertilization of il6wer.s is as im­ 
portant as that of tho honeybee, and 
these two stand at the head of tho list 
of insects useful in this respect. Each 
has its flowers wiiich it alone visits, 
but there are nutny flowers on neutral 
ground visited by both. So wo nuiy 
say of tho bumblebee, as of the honey­ 
bee, tho more 
bumblebees the more 
seeds; tho more seeds the more flowers 
—especially wild flowers, as tho tall 
bellflower, touch me not, Solomon’s seal, 
gentian, Dutchmen’s breeches and tur­ 
tle head. But probably tho most impor­ 
tant work this insect docs for agricul­ 
ture is upon tlie iiilds of red clover. 
There is abundant proof that this plant 
will not produce seed without the co­ 
operation of the bumbhibeo. It is im- 
possil)le for the wind to bring about tho 
fertilization of the seed, as it may do 
in the ca.sc of Indian corn, grain and 
some forest trees. The tube of red clo­ 
ver blossoms, too, is so long that other 
insects (including the honeybee) are 
not regular visitants. 


Hero is proof that this plant must 
have visits frohi the bumblebee. This 
insect is not a native of Australia, and 
red clover failed to produce seed there 
until bumblebees were imp(u*ted. 
As 
soon as they became nunuTTous tho plant 
could bo depended upon 
for seed. 
Again, tlie blossoms of the flrst crop of 
the Medium Red clover of our own 
country are just as perfect as those of 
the second crop, but there are too few 
bumblebees in tho field, .so early in tho 
season, to produce fertilization, h»'nce 
little or no seed in this crop. If humblo- 
bees were sufliciently numerous, thero 
is no reason why much larger yields of 
clover .seed might not be expected than 
at pre.sent. 


Here is what a W’cll informed farmer 
says about i t ; 


“ It Wiis formerly thought that the 
world ri'sted on the shoulders of Atlas. 


can prove that its prosperity rests on 
the bumblebee. The world eannot in*os- 
ler without tho farmers’ product. Tho 
arm will not be productive without 
clover. We cannot raise clover without 
seed, and we cannot iuive clover seed 
without the bumblebee, because it is 
this insect that carries the pollen from 
flower to flower, securing its develop- 
nu iit and continuance. 
Let us learn to 
aiow and to protect our friend.s. ”

Butler devoted most of his address to 
urging co-operation between his party 
and all other friends of silver in the 
coming campaign. 
He said the worst 
enemies of the silver cause were those 
who were trying to divide Its friends 
because they differed on other ques­ 
tions. He talked a t length on trusts. 
He claimed that the greater number of 
trusts owed their existence to the gold 
•tandard. 
Free* silver, he said, by In­ 
creasing the volume of money, raising 
prices and Increasing bu-siness, would 
rapidly drive trusts to the wall. N ear­ 
ly all of the trusts, he said, wore de­ 
pendent upon 
private 
ownership of 
means of transportation and communi­ 
cation. 


FMTor* N iivy b u t N ot A rm y InrrcnMr. 
He said both 
the 
Republican 
and 
Democratic parties had claimed to be 
the enemies of trusts, and both had en­ 
acted anti-trust laws, still trusts pron- 
pered as they never did before. 
The 
Populist party proposed to aboll.sh trusts 
by removing the causes that produced 
them. He urged the frlc*ndi< of silver in 
all parties to work together, and de­ 
clared thivt there was great danger of 
the division of silver forces in North 
Carolina resulting In the election of 
gold standard representatives in con- 
irress from that state this fall. Senator 
Butler declared that the nation needed 
a big navy and said he would vote for 
one, but declared that the work of the 
volunteers In Cuba and the Philippines 
proved that a large regular army is not 
necessary.

Hon. Jerry Simpson, of Kansas, was 
the principal speaker at the night m eet­ 
ing. He congratulated 
the 
Populist 
party on Its progre.^s and the "fact that 
m any of its creeds had been accepted 
by the Democrats and were even bc- 
dbmlng popular with members of other 
parties." He had no regard for a mere 
party name and cared only for the 
principles It stood for. 
He believed it
